REPORTS    FROM    CITY   OFFICERS. 

The  retiring  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report ;  which  was. 
read  and  received : 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  Indianapolis,  Ind : 

Gentlemen:— 1  submit  the  following  report  of  matters  occurring  in  my  Depart- 
ment within  the  last  year,  and  also,  briefly,  within  the  last  five  years : 

No  final  judgment  against  the  city  in  any  litigated  case,  has  been  taken  during 
the  last  year.  The  one  case  of  Webb,  recently  settled  by  your  honorable  bodies,, 
represents  all  of  the  money  paid  by  the  city  during  the  year  1890  in  my  Depart- 
ment on  account  of  damage  suits. 

Thete  are  now  pending  several  cases  known  as  the  Pogue's  Hun  cases,  growing 
out  of  the  floods  of  1882  and  1883.  All  these  cases  are  awaiting  the  decision  of  the- 
Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  the  Indianapolis  Union  Railway  Company  et  al  vs 
Johnson  et  al.  This  case  was  tried,  determined  and  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court 
bsfore  1  came  into  office  five  years  ago,  and  until  that  case  has  been  finally  decided, 
the  Pogue's  Run  cases  now  pending  will  probably  continue  on  the  docket.  Aside 
from  these  cases  and  some  tax  cases  involving  the  question  of  refunding  taxes  to 
owners  of  tracts  of  real  estate  containing  over  five  acres,  there  are  now  but  four- 
teen cases  pending  in  which  the  city  is  a  party,  and  in  several  of  these  the  city  is 
but  a  nominal  party. 

During  the  past  year,  suits  against  the  city,  in  which  the  claims  aggregated 
$130,000,  have  been  tried  and  determined  and  all  of  them  in  favor  of  the  city. 
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During  my  entire  term,  one  hundred  and  thirty  (130)  litigated  civil  cases  against 
the  city  have  been  tried  and  determined,  The  total  claims  involved  therein 
amount  to  the  sum  of  $415,892.00.  In  but  one  case  in  which  the  city  is  primarily 
liable  out  of  this  number  that  have  been  litigated  from  beginning  to  a  final  termi- 
nation during  my  term,  has  there  been  a  judgment  recovered,  and  that  case  is  still 
pending  in  General  Term  «*f  the  Superior  Court,  and  I  have  great  confidence  in 
its  being  finally  reversed. 

Your  honorable  bodies  have  compromised  two  cases.  In  one  case  the  city  paid 
$1^000  to  the  widow  of  Fireman  Taffe,  who  was  killed  in  the  year  1886,  in  which 
case  the  property  holders  paid  a  like  amount;  and  in  the  other  case  the  city  paid 
to  the  widow  of  Thomas  Webb  a  like  sum  of  $1,000,  and  the  property  holders  in  the 
same  case  paid  $1,100. 

Aside  from  these,  a  few  minor  cases  for  injuries  to  animals  have  been  settled  by 
your  honorable  bodies  upon  petition. 

During  this  time  several  important  suits  have  been  brought  by  the  city,  and  de- 
termined in  its  favor. 

The  suit  against  Isaac  N.  Pattison  and  his  bondsmen,  resulted  in  a  judgment,  in 
favor  of  the  city  for  $110,681.39.  The  city  accepted  in  settlement  of  all  claims 
against  his  bondsmen  the  sum  of  $68,000,  leaving  a  balance  of  said  judgment  still 
standing  against  said  Pattison  as  City  Treasurer,  of  $42,681.39. 

The  case  of  the  city  against  Miller,  Treasurer,  was  carried  to  the  Supreme  Court, 
and  resulted  in  the  County  Treasurer,  ever  since  that  time,  making  and  filing  with 
the  City  Clerk,  monthly  siatements  of  balances  against  which  the  city  could  draw, 
instead  of  making  semi-annual  settlements,  as  always  theretofore  had  been  the  prac- 
tice. The  result  has  been  a  saving  to  the  city  of  many  thousands  of  dollars  in  in- 
terest alone. 

The  two  cases  of  The  City  vs.  Bush,  and  The  City  vs.  Moore,  were  specially  for- 
tunate for  the  city.  Upon  the  decision  of  these  two  cases  in  the  Supreme  Court  in 
favor  of  the  city,  there  was  turned  over  by  myself  and  my  efficient  deputy,  Horace 
E.  Smith,  to  the  City  Treasury  as  the  immediate  result  of  said  suits,  the  sum  of 
about  $40,000  in  cash,  which  we  bad  collected  and  deposited  in  bank  awaiting  the 
final  determination  of  said  suits.  In  those  two  cases  the  constitutionality  of  the 
Liquor  Act  of  1889  was  determined  in  favor  of  the  city,  and  as  a  result  of  it  the 
revenues  of  the  city  this  year,  from  that  source  alone,  have  been  increased  over 
$50,000. 

During  my  terms  an  unusual* amount  of  work  has  resulted  from  the  introduction 
of  natural  gas,  electric  lights,  electric  railways,  the  inauguration  of  a  system  of 
smooth  pavements,  and  the  passage  of  the  Barrett  law,  involving  as  it  did  a  great 
number  of  original  questions  for  determination. 

I  submit  this  final  report  with  sincere  thanks  for  the  many  kindnesses  shown  me 
and  for  the  evidences  of  continued  confidence  bestowed  by  you.

Indianapolis,  Jan.  15,  1891. 
Hon.  Thomas  L    Sullivan,  Mayor,  and  the 

Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  Indianapolis  : 
Gentlemen: — On  behalf  of  the  Western  Paving  and  Supply  Company,  I  feel  that 
it  is  proper  to  say  to  you  that  it  appears  not  only  inequitable,  but,  further,  contrary 
to  law,  to  require  the  paving  company  to  entirely  lose  the  money  due  it  from  im- 
proving so  much  of  Pennsylvania  street  as  is  occupied  by  the  street  railroad  com- 
pany as  described  in  S.  O.  No.  105,  1889.  When  the  street  railroad  declined  to  pay 
sio.  4.  [37] 
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the  assessment  made  by  the  city,  the  City  Attorney  was  notified,  and  requested  by 
the  Common  Council  to  assist  in  the  case  which  was  prepared  for  the  Supreme 
Court,  and  which  has  since  been  decided  My  view  then  was,  and  still  is,  that  as 
the  city  by  the  improvement  ordinance,  as  an  inducement  for  the  paving  company 
taking  the  contract  and  doing  the  work,  promised  that  there  existed  at  the  time 
ordinances  which  could  be  applied  so  as  to  enable  the  company  to  collect  for  its 
material  and  labor  from  the  street  railroad  company,  the  sum  of  $3,716.28,  asafter- 
wards  ascertained  and  estimated;  and  as  it  has  now  been  decided  that  no  such  or- 
dinances existed  binding  the  street  railroad  company,  that  both  in  equity  and  at  law 
the  city  is  obligated  to  pay  the  paving  company  that  sum.  This  of  course  rests 
upon  the  well-known  legal  rule  that  if  a  city  assumes  and  agrees  that  there  are  or- 
dinances in  force  whereby  the  cost  of  the  improvement  can  be  collected,  and  such 
ordinhnce  is  proved  to  be  void  for  any  reason,  the  city  is  liable,  on  the  ground  that 
the  legal  machinery  which  is  stipulated  to  be  in  existence,  having  failed  through  no 
fault  of  the  contractor,  the  law  raises  the  implication  that  it  shall  pay  for  what  it 
bought,  received  and  enjoys. 

I  shall  be  glad  to  confer  with  you  at  any  time  and  place  you  may  indicate,  upon 
this  matter,  if  thereby  you  shall  secure  to  the  paving  company,  in  any  way,  its 
honest  debt  without  delay  and  expense.

REPORTS    FROM    CITY    OFFICERS. 

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  received : 

Indianapolis^  Ind.,  Jan.  26,  1891. 
To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen : — At  your  last  meeting  you  submitted  to  me  for  answer  the  following 
inquiry  : 

"Must  a  resolution,  seeking  to  open  or  vacate  a  street,  alley,  highway  or  water 
course,  be  referred  to  a  proper  committee  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen  as  well  as  to  a 
proper  committee  of  the  Common  Council,  before  it  shall  be  referred  to  the  City 
Commissioners?  " 

The  charter  of  the  city  (R.  S.  1881,  Section  3107,)  requires  that,  before  any  mat- 
ter of  the  opening,  laying  out  or  altering  of  any  street,  alley,  highway  or  water 
course,  or  of  the  vacation  thereof,  shall  be  referred  to  the  City  Commissioners,  the 
Common  Council  shall  refer  the  same  to  an  appropriate  committee,  who  shall  ex- 
amine the  matter,  and  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Common  Council,  etc. 

There  is  no  uncertainty  about  the  foregoing  provision.  It  became  a  law  in  May, 
1875.     At  this  time  there  was  no  Board  of  Aldermen. 

In  1881  the  general  assembly  of  the  city  passed  a  law  (R.  S.  1881,  Section  3055) 
which  requires  that  every  ordinance,  order,  resolution  or  motion,  for  the  appropri- 
ation of  money  or  for  the  government  or  regulation  of  such  c'^ty,  shall  originate  in 
the  Common  Council ;  and  upon  all  questions,  except  as  herein  provided,  action  of 
the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  be  separate  and  distinct. 

This  provision  clearly  requires  the  full  and  complete  action  of  each  branch  of 
the  legislative  department  of  the  city.  Whatever  precaution,  as  to  the  manner  of 
legislating,  is  thrown  about  the  conduct  of  the  Common  Council,  applies,  with  equal 
force,  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen.     My  conclusion,  therefore,  is  that  all  resolutions 
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seeking  to  open  or  vacate  streets,  alleys,  etc-.,  must  not  only  be  referred  to  a  proper 
committee  in  the  Common  Council,  but  likewise  in  the  Hoard  of  Aldermen. 

On  the  matter  of  the  petition  of  certain  owners  of  real  estate  along  the  line  of  the 
alley  between  Tennessee  and  Mississippi  streets,  and  north  of  Eighth  street,  asking 
for  the  opening  and  extension,  to  a  width  of  thirteen  and  one-half  feet,  the  alley 
between  Tennessee  and  Mississippi  streets,  from  Ninth  street  south  to  Seventh 
street,  etc.,  I  find  the  record  to  be  substantially  as  follows: 

The  resolution  for  the  opening  of  said  alley  was  introduced  in  the  Common 
Council  on  November  17,  1890. 

On  December  1st,  1890,  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys  of  the  Common 
Council,  to  whom  the  same  had  been  referred,  made  report  thereon,  recommending 
that  it  be  referred  to  the  City  Commissioners  for  the  assessment  of  benefits  and 
damages.  The  report  was  adopted  and  the  resolution  sent  to  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men for  its  concurrence. 

On  December  8th,  1890,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  referred  the  same  to  their  Com- 
mittee on  Streets  and  Alleys.  On  December  15,  1890,  a  motion  was  made  in  the 
Common  Council  and  adopted,  reconsidering  its  action  of  December  1st.  The 
Board  of  Aldermen  was  not  notified  of  such  action  by  the  Common  Council.  On 
December  22,  1890,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  took  no  action.  On  January  5,  1891, 
the  Common  Council  re-adopted  their  original  action  of  December  1st,  without  first 
reconsidering  their  vote  of  December  15,  and  without  having  the  resolution  before 
them.     On  January  12.  1891,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  took  no  action. 

It  is  well  established  by  the  law  of  parliamentary  practice,  that  the  action  of  one 
branch  of  a  legislative  body,  relating  to  a.  matter  at  the  time  in  the  hands  of  the 
other  branch  of  such  body,  requires  some  notification  to  be  given— either  by  mes- 
sage, conference  or  committee.  Under  a  proper  rule,  doubtless,  a  printed  or  prop- 
erly authenticated  copy  of  the  Proceedings  of  one  branch  duly  transmitted  to  the 
other,  might  be  sufficient  notice.  As  it  appears  no  notice  of  the  action  of  the  Com- 
mon Council  had  on  December  15,  reconsidering  their  vote  of  December  1st,  was 
given  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  Under  such  circumstances,  the  vote  of  the  Com- 
mon Council  would  have  no  binding  force  upon  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  (See 
Section  1274,  Cushing's  Law  and  Practice  of  Legislative  Bodies.) 

The  subsecpuent  action  of  the  Common  Council  had  on  January  5,  re-adopting 
their  vote  of  December  1st,  was  likewise  ineffectual,  for  the  reason  that  their  action 
last  taken,  was  in  the  absence  of  any  papers  relating  to  the  subject  upon  which  the 
vote  was  had. 

Upon  the  record  presented,  my  opinion  is  that  the  resolution  as  first  passed  by 
the  Common  Council  on  December  1st,  1890,  is  now  properly  in  the  hands  of  the 
Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  which  it  was  refer- 
red, and  that  this  body  may  take  action  thereon  whenever  report  is  made  by  such 
committee.

REPORTS    FROM    CITY    OFFICERS. 

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  received  : 

Indianapolis,  February  2,  1891. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — Your  honorable  body  has  submitted  to  us  two  questions.  The  first 
is,  in  substance,  Avhether  a  section  of  a  city  ordinance  may  be  amend*  d  without 
setting  out  the  amended  section  at  full  length? 

We  are  clearly  of  opinion  that  this  question  should  be  answered  in  the  affirma- 
tive. There  is  a  provision  in  the  constitution  of  Indiana,  applicable  to  laws  passed 
by  the  Legislature,  that  "no  act  shall  ever  be  revised  <s>r  ammended  by  mere  refer- 
ence to  its  title,  but  the  act  revised  or  section  amended  shall  be  set  forth  and 
published  at  full  length.  "  (K.  S.  1881,  Sec  117)  This  and  similar  constitutional 
limitations  respecting  the  passage  of  laws  by  the  Legislature  have  no  application 
to  city  ordinances.  (Green  vs.  City  of  Indianapolis,  25  Ind.  m  490  Baumgartner 
vs.  Hasty,  100  Ind.  575.  People  vs.  Hanrahan,  75  Mich.  611.)  In  several  states 
there  is  a  provision  in  reference  to  city  ordinances  similar  to  the  one  above  quoted, 
but  no  such  provision,  applicable  to  city  ordinances,  is  found  in  either  the  constitu- 
tion or  statutes  of  Indiana. 

The  second  question  submitted  to  U9  is,  in  substance,  whether  the  Citizens'  Street 
Kailroad  Co.  can  be  compelled  by  appropriate  legislation,  when  future  street  im- 
provements are  made,  to  pay  for  the  improvement  of  that  portion  of  the  street  oc- 
cupied by  its  tracks? 

The  mere  fact  that  the  Street  Kailroad  Company  does  not  own  the  fee  simple,  but 

only  what  is  called  an  easement,  in  the  portion  of  the  street  occupied  by  it  for  its 

tracks,  is  not  sufficient  to  exempt  it  from  assessments  for  the  improvement  of  such 

street.     (Cooley  on  Taxation  274,  458;  2  Desty  Taxation  1248.)     And  if  the  law  so 
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provides,  such  assessments  may  not  only  be  made  a  lien  on  the  tracks  and  be  col- 
lected as  other  assessments  for  street  improvements,  but  they  may  be  enforced  by 
execution  and  sale  of  the  property  of  the  company. 

(2  Destv  Taxation,  1342;  Huzzard  vs.  Heacock.  39  Ind.,  123;  The  City  of  Wew 
Hav.  n  vs"  Fair  Haven  &c.  R.  K.  Co,  38  Conn  422.) 

If  the  Street  Railroad  Company  is  exempt  from  such  assessment  it  must  be  upon 
some  other  ground. 

It  can  not  claim  exemption  upon  the  ground  that  a  law  of  Legislature,  imposing 
such  liability,  would  impair  the  obligation  of  any  contract  between  it  and  the  State. 
In  the  general  law  for  the  incorporation  of  street  railroad  companies,  under  which 
the  Citizens'  Street  Railroad  Company  and  its  predecessor,  the  Citizens'  Street 
Railway  Company,  were  organized,  there  is  this  express  reservation:  "This  act 
may  be  ammended  or  repealed  at  the  discretion  of  the  Legislature."  (R.  S.  1881, 
See.  4153. 

Whatever  maj  be  the  limitations  upon  the  power  so  reserved  by  the  Legislature, 
the  authorities  show  be}ond  any  question  that  the  exercise  of  it  by  requiring  the 
Street  Railroad  Company  to  pay  its  proportion  of  the  cost  of  the  future  improve- 
ment of  streets,  occupied  by  its  tracks,  would  not  violate  any  contract  between  the 
State  and  such  company. 

Pierce,  on  Railroads,  (2Edj  456;  3  Wood  Railways,  1696,  Sec.  493;  2  Mora- 
wetz  Corporations,  (2Ed.)  1093  et  seq;  Spring  Valley  Water  Works  vs.  Sehott- 
ler,  110  U.  S  347,  s  c.  61  Cal.  3,  18;  People  vs.  O'Brien,  111  N.  Y.  1;  Mayor  vs. 
Twenty-third  St.  R.  R.  Co.,  113  N.  Y.  311;  Portland  &c.  R.  R.  Co.  vs.  Deering, 
78  Me.  71;  s.  c.  57  Am.  Rep.  784.) 

Even  if  no  such  reservation  of  a  right  to  amend  had  been  contained  in  the  street 
railroad  law,  the  State,  by  passing  a  law  making  the  Street  Railroad  Company 
liable  for  assessments  for  Juture  street  improvements,  would  violate  no  vested  right 
given  to  it,  by  its  charter  or  by  any  other  State  law.  ;' It  is  a  familiar  rule  that 
grants  made  by  the  government  are  to  be  construed  in  favor  of  the  grantor,  and 
this  is  especially  true  when  they  effect  the  interests  of  the  people  which  are  held 
in  trust  by  the  government.  The  State  is  not  presumed  to  grant  away  such  rights 
and  franchises  unless  it  is  done  in  clear  terms  or  by  an  implication  which  is  strictly 
uecpsary. " 

(  Wattuppa  Reservoir  Co.  vs.  Fall  River,  147  Mass.,  548  560  ) 

Although  local  assessments  in  some  respects  differ  from  ordinary  taxes,  they  are 
referable  to,  and  are  made  by  virtue  of,  and  taxing  power  of  the  State.  (2  Desty 
on  Taxation.  1117;  Cooley  Taxation,  147-148.)  All  property  in  the  State  is  held, 
and  all  charters  are  granted,  subject  to  the  exercise  of  this  power,  and  exemption 
from  it  can  be  shown  only  by  the  clearest  language. 

(Cooley  on  Taxation,  146.  1  Desty  on  Taxation,  132.)  In  Bailey  vs.  Magwire, 
22  Wallace,  215-226,  it  was  said  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States: 

11  It  is  manifest  that  legislation  which  it  is  claimed  relieves  any  species  of  prop- 
erty from  its  due  proportion  of  the  general  burdens  of  government,  should  be  so 
clear  that  there  can  be  neither  reasonable  doubt  nor  controversy  about  its  terms. 
The  power  to  tax  rest  upon  necessity  and  is  inherent  in  every  sovereignty,  and 
there  can  be  no  presumption  in  favor  of  its  relinquishment."  The  same  court  said 
in  Hoge  vs.  Railroad  Company,  99  U.  S.,  348-355:  "  But  though  this  power  (of 
the  State  to  exempt  from  taxation)  is  recognized,  it  is  accompanied  with  the  quali- 
fication that  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  grant  the  immunity  must  be  clear 
beyond  a  reasonable  doubt.  It  can  not  be  inferred  from  uncertain  phrases  or  am- 
biguous terms.  The  power  of  taxation  is  an  attribute  of  sovereignty  and  is  essential 
to  every  independent  government.  Stripped  of  this  power  it  must  perish,  Who- 
ever, therefore,  claims  its  surrender  must  show  it  in  language  which  will  admit  of 
no  other  reasonable  construction.  If  a  doubt  arises  as  to  the  intent  of  the  Legisla- 
ture it  must  be  resolved  in  favor  of  the  State.  " 

Exemption  from  assessments  for  local  benefits  must  be  expressed  in  even  clearer 
terms  than  exemption  from  general  taxation.  (Cooley  on  Taxation,  147;  2  Desty 
on  Taxation,  146.) 
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Neither  in  the  general  street  railway  law  nor  in  the  law  for  the  incorporation 
and  government  of  cities,  nor  in  any  other  law,  has  the  State  of  Indiana  granted 
to  street  railroad  companies  exemption  from  local  assessment,  nor  has  it  authorized 
cities  to  grant  such  exemption.  If  there  was  any  doubt  on  this  question  the  doubt 
would  be  resolvtd  against  the  claim  to  such  exemption,  but  there  is  no  doubt. 
There  is  nothing  in  our  statutes  from  beginning  to  end,  which  warrants  even  a 
suspicion  that  the  Legislature  ever  intended  to  grant,  or  authorize  cities  to  grant, 
any  such  exemption. 

It  is  clear  then,  we  think,  that  the  State,  if  it  should  now  authorize  such  assess- 
ments, would  violate  no  obligation  derived  Irom  any  contract,  express  or  implied, 
made  by  it  with  the  company. 

If  the  Street  Railroad  Company  is  exempt  from  such  assessments  it  can  only  be 
by  reason  of  of  the  contract  made  by  its  predecessor  with  the  city.  The  City  itself 
is  bound  by  that  contract.  This  was  what  was  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Indiana  in  the  recent  case  of  the  Western  Paving  Company  vs.  The  Citizens' 
Street  Railroad  Company.  And  it  may  also  be  conceded,  that,  so  far  as  the  City 
had  the  p«wer  to  bind  itself  by  such  contract,  the  State  could  not  impair  it  by  any 
subsequent  legislation,  whether  enacted  by  virtue  of  its  general  power  to  amend 
and  repeal  laws,  or  by  virtue  of  its  reserve  power  of  amendment  containpd  in  the 
general  street  Railway  law,  unless  the  State  had  the  right  to  do  this  in  the  proper 
exercise  of  its  police  power.     This  we  fully  concede. 

It  is  important,  therefore,  to  determine  what  was  the  contract  between  the  City 
and  the  predecessor  of  the  present  street  railroad  company.  The  only  term  in  it, 
bearing  upon  the  question  here,  is  that  by  which  the  compan}'  binds  itself  "to  keep 
the  tracks  and  two  feet  of  the  outside  of  each  rail,  together  with  all  bridges  and 
crossings  of  all  guiters,  at  all  times  in  good  repair  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Com- 
mon Council."  Nothing  is  said  about  taxes  or  local  assessments  which  the  State 
might  thereafter  impose  or  authorize  the  City  to  impose  on  the  Company's  prop- 
erty. No  intent  to  exempt  the  Company  from  local  assessment  can  be  implied 
from  the  mere  fact  that  nothing  was  said  about  them,  even  if  the  City  had  been 
invested  with  all  the  powers  possessed  by  the  Legislature  itself.  This  is  shown 
by  the  authorities  before  cited.  In  one  of  them — Bailey  vs.  Magwire — the  char- 
ter of  a  railroad  company  contained  special  provisions  for  ascertaining  the  tax  due 
the  State  but  nothing  was  said  about  county  and  city  taxes,  and  it  was  claimed  that 
this  worked  an  exemption  from  such  taxes.  But  the  Supreme  Court  said:  "  Silence 
on  sueh  a  subject  can  not  be  construed  as  a  waiver  of  a  State  in  this  regard.  There 
must  be  something  said  which  is  broad  enough  to  show  clearly  that  the  Legislature 
intended  to  relieve  the  corporation  from  the  part  of  the  burdens  borne  by  other 
real  and  personal  property.  This  was  not  done  in  this  case  and  the  claim  of  ex- 
emption from  local  taxation  can  not  be  sustained. " 

(See  also  Stone  vs.  Farmers'  Loan  &c.  Co.,  116  U.  S.  307.) 

And  even  if  the  Legislature  had  granted  full  power  to  the  City  to  make  or  au- 
thorize the  making  of  such  assessments  against  the  Street  Railroad  Company,  it 
would  not  follow  that  the  City  had  the  power  to  grant  exemption  from  such  assess- 
ments. The  power  to  make  such  assessments  belongs  to  the  governmental  and  not 
to  the  contract  making  powers  of  a  city,  and  the  City  had  no  authority  to  contract 
away  the  governmental  powers  which  it  then  possessed.  Those  it  held  as  one  of 
the  agencies  of  the  State  and  in  trust  for  its  citizens.  Certainly  it  could  not  con- 
tract away  the  right  to  exercise  any  of  those  governmental  powers  which  might 
thereafter  be  granted  to  it  by  the  Legislature. 

(1  Dillon  on  Municipal  Corporations,  (3Ed.)  Sec.  97;  Presbyterain  Church  vs. 
Mayor  &c.  of  New  York,  5  Cowen,  538.) 

."It  is  certain,"  says  Judge  Cooley,  "that  municipal  bodies  or  taxing  officers 
have  no  authority  to  make  such  exemptions  unless  expressly  empowered  by  legis- 
lation. " 

(Cooley  on  Taxation  153.) 

But  it  must  be  remembered  that  when  this  contract  was  made  the  City  had  no 
power  to  make  any  such  assessments  against  the  Company,  its  power  being  limited 
by  its  charter  of  making  assessments  against  the  lots  abutting  along  the  streets. 
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Therefore  there  was  no  taxing  power  at  the  time  in  the  city  which  it  could  relin- 
quish or  modify  even  by  express  terms,  even  if  the  contract  had  contained  such 
terms.  But  it  contains  no  such  terms  and  no  construction  will  justify  implying  an 
intent  on  the  part  of  the  City  to  relinquish  a  power  which  it  did  not  have.  Both 
parties  must  be  held  to  have  entered  into  the  contract  with  knowledge  of  the  law 
and  in  contemplation  of  the  fact  that  the  State  and  not  the  City  had  control  of  the 
of  the  matter  of  assessments  and  might  exercise  it  in  the  future  as  in  the  past,  as 
the  sovereign  might  determine  to  be  justified  by  the  changing  conditions  and  to  be 
demanded  by  the  public  interest  or  convenience.  The  City  had  no  authority  to 
contract  away  any  part  of  the  legislative  power  of  the  State,  nor  any  which  might, 
in  the  future,  be  granted  to  the  City  itself,  and  it  does  not  appear  that  any  attempt 
was  made  to  do  so.  Both  parties  to  the  contract  knew  that,  while  the  State  had  not 
then  passed  any  law,  making,  or  authorizing  cities  to  make,  such  assessments  against 
street  railroad  companies,  any  subsequent  Legislature  might  do  so,  and  the  Company 
necessarily  took  the  risk. 

It  is  true  that  the  City  is  bound  by  its  contract  and  can  not  relieve  itself  nor  be 
relieved  by  the  Legislature,  from  any  valid  obligation  which  it  imposes.  It  can 
not,  for  example,  compel  the  Company  to  take  up  its  track*,  nor  refuse  to  allow  it 
to  lay  any  more,  nor  require  the  Company  to  charge  a  less  rate  of  fare  than  that 
stipulated  in  the  ordinance. 

The  contract  itself  does  not  authorize  the  City  to  compel  the  Company  to  pay 
for  the  original  improvement  of  the  street,  and  therefore  the  City  can  not  impose 
any  such  liability  by  virtue  of  such  contract.  And  the  Legislature  up  to  this  time 
has  said  that  assessments  for  such  improvements  must  be  made  against  the  abut- 
ting lands  or  lots  and  against  them  only,  and  therefore  the  City  can  not  now  make 
such  assessments  by  virtue  of  of  any  present  legislative  authority.  As  tin  City  can 
not  make  such  assessments  either  under  the  contract,  or  under  existing  legislative 
authority,  it  can  not,  as  the  law  now  is,  make  them  at  all. 

Conceding  all  this  it  does  not  follow  that  the  State  may  not  now,  or  at  any  future 
time,  grant  to  the  City  the  authority,  which  it  has  hitherto  withheld,  to  make  such 
assessments.  If  it  should  do  so  it  would,  it  is  true,  impose  a  burden  upon  the  Com- 
pany in  addition  to  those  imposed  by  its  contract  with  the  City,  but  not  in  viola- 
tion of  it. 

It  would  not  impair  the  obligation  of  such  contract  because  the  City  did  not,  and 
could  not,  enter  into  any  obligation,  express  or  implied,  that  the  State,  in  the  proper 
exercising  of  its  taxing  powers,  would  impose  no  additional  burdens  upon  the 
Company,  and,  therefore,  the  State  would  impair  no  obligation  of  the  City's  con- 
tract by  imposing  such  additional  burdens. 

This  seems  to  be  perfectly  clear  to  us  upon  principle.  But  legal  authority  is  no* 
wanting.  The  case  of  Sioux  City  St  R  R.  Co.  vs.  Sioux  City  (Supreme  Court  of 
Iowa)  78  Iowa  367,  742,  s.  c.  39  N.  W.  Rep.  498,  s.  c.  N.  W.  Rep.  224,  is  precisely  in 
point  here  and  fully  sustains  our  opinion  as  to  the  construction  of  the  contract. 
This  case  was  on  January  26,  1891, — less  than  ten  days  ago — fully  affirmed  by  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  an  elaborate  opinion,  which  we  received  to- 
day. The  case  of  Drady  vs.  Des  Moines  &c.  R.  R.  Co.,  57  Iowa,  393,  while  not 
like  this  case  in  facts,  involves  the  same  legal  principle,  and  is  also  strongly  in 
point.  The  following,  though  not  like  the  present  case  in  the  facts  involved  lend 
strong  support  to  those  last  cited.  In  all  or  them  it  was  unsuccessfully  sought  to 
nullify  legislaiton  upon  the  ground  that  it  impaired  the  obligation  of  the  contract 
which  the  complaining  party  had  made  with  some  third  corporation  or  person. 

(Chicago  &c.  R,  R.  Co.  vs.  Iowa,  94  U.  S.  155;  Peik  vs.  Chicago  &c.  R  R.  Co. 
94  U.  S.  164;  Spring  Valley  Water  Works  vs.  San  Francisco  61  Cal.  18-32;  Buf- 
falo &c.  R.  R.  Co.  vs.  Buffalo  St,  R.  R.  Co.,  Ill  N.  Y.  132;  Mayor  vs.  Twenty- 
third  St.  R.  R.  Co.,  113  JST.  Y.,  311.) 

We  have  found  but  one  case  which  is  opposed  to  the  views  above  stated.  We 
reefer  to  the  case  of  Coast  Line  R.  R.  Co.  vs.  Mayor  &c.  of  the  City  of  Savannah, 
30  Fed.  Rep.  646,  decided  by  J  udge  Spear  of  the  Federal  District  of  Georgia.  The 
case  in  its  facts  is  very  similar  to  that  of  Sioux  City  R.  R.  Co,  vs.  Sioux  City,  above 
,;cited,  but  the  decisions  in  the  two  cases  are  directly  opposite  to  each  other.     "  For- 
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tunately,  "  says  Judge  Spear,  "  for  the  adjudication  of  this  most  interesting  question, 
the  reports  of  the  highest  appellate  tribunal  of  our  country,  a  tribunal  at  once  re- 
nowned for  the  majesty  of  its  jurisdiction,  the  enlarged  and  splendid  comprehen- 
siveness of  its  knowledge,  and  perspicuous  lucidness  of  statement  with  which  its 
decisions  are  pronouuced,  abound  in  cases  upon  the  provisions  of  the  constitution 
by  which  the  validity  of  this  act  must  be  tested.  " 

After  this  introduction  the  Judge  proceeds  to  cite  a  number  of  decisions  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  none  of  which  affordHhe  slightest  support  for 
his  own.  Of  the  authorities  which  he  cites  the  only  one  which  has  any  resemblance 
to  that  case  or  to  this,  is  Chicago  vs.  Sheldon,  8  Wallace,  50.  In  that  case  the  City 
of  Chicago  had  made  a  contract  with  a  street  railroad  company  binding  it  to  make 
certain  street  repairs.  Afterwards  the  City  attempted  to  make  assessments  for 
new  improvements  against  the  Company  which  it  had  no  right  to  make  under  the 
contract  and  without  any  additional,  authority  from  the  State  Legislature,  just  as  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  attempted  to  do  in  the  case  of  the  Western  Paving  &c.  Co.  vs. 
the  Citizens'  Street  Railroad  Company.  The  main  question,  as  stated  by  the  re- 
porter, and  as  shown  by  the  opinion  of  the  court,  was  •'  whether  under  their  contract 
to  keep  the  road  for  a  certain  number  of  feet  in  good  condition  and  repair,  the 
Company  could  be  made  to  pay  for  what  was  new  curbing,  grading  and  paving, 
altogether.  "  No  question  was  involved  as  to  the  effect  of  any  subsequent  law  au- 
thorizing such  assessments,  especially  one  passed  under  an  express  reservation  of 
a  power  to  amend  the  Street  Railroad  Company's  charter. 

We  have  discussed  the  question  submitted  to  us  without  any  reference  to  the 
police  power  of  the  State.  If  the  authority  to  levy  an  assessment  against  street 
railroad  companies  for  the  improvement  of  streets  occupied  by  them  is  within  the 
general  police  power  of  the  State,  then  such  power  may  be  exercised  without  regard 
to  any  prior  contracts  made  by  the  Street  Railroad  Company  either  with  the  State 
or  with  the  City.  In  Buffalo  &c.  R.  R.  Co.  vs.  Buffalo  St.  R  R.  Co.,  above  cited, 
it  was  held  (and  this  is  so  held  universelly)  that  the  authority  of  the  Legislature  in 
the  exercise  of  its  police  powers  can  not  be  limited  or  controlled  by  the  action  of  a 
previous  Legislature,  or  by  the  provision  of  the  contracts  between  individuals  or 
corporations. 

(See  also  Cooley  Constitutional  Limitations,  (5 Ed.)  710.) 

Bearing  in  mind  that  the  Street  Railroad  Company  is  one  of  that  class  of  corpo- 
rations"^ which  the  public  has  an  interest,  that  its  use  of  the  streets  is  to  a  certain 
extent  is  exclusive;  that  not  only  th^  convenience  but  the  safety  of  the  citizens  re- 
quire that  the  streets  shall  improve,  the  necessity  increasing  as  the  business  and 
population  increases,  there  is  strong  ground  to  claim  that  the  authority  to  levy 
such  assessment  is  within  the  police  power  of  the  State,  the  growing  power  of  incor- 
porations has,  induced  courts  to  assert  much  wider  boundaries  for  the  police  power 
of  the  State  than  were  formerly  claimed,  and  the  tendency  of  the  decisions  in  this 
direction  has  been  very  marked  in  the  last  few  years.  We  cite  some  of  the  most 
recent 

(Munn  vs.  Illinois,  94  U.  S.,  113;  Buffalo  R.  R.  Co.  vs.  Buffalo  St.  R,  R.  Co, 
111  N.  Y.  132;     People  vs.  Budd,  117  N.  Y.  1;     Hackett  vs.  State,  105  Ind.,  250.) 

In  Portland  &c.  R.  R.  Co.  vs.  Dearing,  78  Me.,  61,  s.  c.  57  Am.  Rep.,  784,  it  was 
held  that  the  legislative  power  to  compel  railroads  to  build  and  maintain  highway 
crossings,  if  not  part  of  the  police  power  was  "at  least  akin  to  it." 

Without  expressing  any  further  opinion  as  to  the  extent  of  the  police  power  of 
the  State,  we  are  of  opinion  that,  independent  of  it,  the  State  has  ample  power,  by- 
appropriate  legislation  to  authorize  assessments  against  street  railroad  companies  for 
future  street  improvements;  and  we  suggest  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  ask  the 
Legislature  to  pass  a  supplemental  act  to  this  effect.

The  Committee  on  Public  Light,  through  Councilman  Gauss,  submit- 
ted the  following  report: 

Indianapolis,  February  16,  1891. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Public  Ligbts,  to  wbicb  has  been  referred  the 
matter  of  securing  bids  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis, 
have  had  the  matter  under  consideration,  and  heretofore  submitted  certain  propo- 
sitions for  bids,  which  were  duly  advertised,  and  in  response  to  which  bids  were 
made,  none  of  which,  however,  conformed  to  the  terms  of  the  proposition  made 
'by  your  committee,  recommend  that  all  the  bids  be  rejected. 

Your  committee  now  respectfully  submits  the  following  propositions,  one  of 
which  contemplates  the  lighting  of  the  city  for  a  mere  stipulated  rental  price,  and 
ithe  other  contemplates  the  lighting  of  the  city  for  a  stipulated  price  for  a  certain 
period,  at  the  end  of  which  time  the  elecric  plant  shall  be  and  become  the  prop- 
erty of  the  city.  Your  committee  accordingly  recommends  that  the  propositions 
herewith  submitted  and  attached  be  published  in  the  Sun  on  Thursday,  February 
19,  1891,  and  marked  copies  thereof  sent  by  the  City  Clerk  to  the  several  electric 
light  companies  doing  business  in  this  country,  as  may  be  suggested  by  this  com- 
mittee or  any  member  of  the  Common  Council  or  Board  of  Aldermen,  with  the 
provision  that  they  shall  transmit  their  bids  to  the  City  Clerk  of  this  city,  on  or 
before  Monday,  the  2d  day  of  March,  1891,  the  same  to  be  opened  in  the  presence 
•of  the  Common  Council,  at  their  meeting  to  be  held  on  the  evening  of  that  day. 

Your  committee  further  recommends  that  all  bids  for  vapor  and  gas  lights  be 
rejected,  and  ask  for  the  privilege  of  re-advertising  for  bids  on  vapor  and  gas,  as 
follows :

On  vapor  lights,  bids  for  three  hundred  and  five  hundred  lights,  on  the  basis  of 
«,n  all-night  schedule ;  also,  on  a  moon-light  schedule. 

That  the  bids  be  made  for  a  one-year  and  for  a  three-year  contract.

Notice  is  hereby  given  that  sealed  proposals  will  be  received  by  the  Common 
•Council,  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  on  Monday  evening,  February  23,  1891,  for 
the  lighting  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  with  electric  lights. 

First  Proposition. 
The  first  proposition,  on  which  bids  are  asked,  shall  be  upon  the  following  terms 
and  conditions: 

1.  For  400  lights;  for  500  lights;  for  600  lights;  for  700  lights,  and  for  800 
lights — all  to  be  2,000  standard  candle  power  arc  lights,  suspended  on  mast-arms. 

2.  All  bids  to  be  made  to  comply  with  provisions  of  General  Ordinance  No.  44, 
1888,  of  this  city,  providing  for  the  placing  of  all  electric-light  wires,  within 
North,  South,  East  and  West  streets,  to  be  laid  under  ground,  outside  of  which 
boundaries  wires  may  be  strung  on  poles. 
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3.  The  contractor  to  furnish  all  necessary  material,  and  do  all  the  work  of 
whatever  kind  necessary  to  construct,  equip,  and  maintain  in  good  substantial! 
electric  installation,  complete  and  ready  for  operation,  for  lighting  the  city,  and 
when  the  same  is  completed,  shall  operate  the  same  in  its  entirety,  for  a  trial 
period  of  sixty  (60)  days. 

4.  The  lights  furnished  shall  he  as  good  as  the  best  standard  2,000-candle-power 
lights  used  in  any  city  of  the  United  States. 

5.  At  the  end  of  the  trial  period,  if  the  lights  are  as  good  as  above  specified, 
and  should  the  performance  of  the  entire  plant  prove  satisfactory  to  the  City  Civil 
Engineer  and  Committee  on  Public  Lights,  the  city  will  accept  the  same,  and  the 
rental  shall  date  from  the  beginning  of  the  trial  period.  But  should  the  perform- 
ance of  the  entire  plant  not  prove  satisfactory  as  aforesaid,  the  plant  will  not  be 
accepted,  and  no  rent  will  be  paid  until  said  plant  is  made,  in  its  entirety,  perfectly- 
satisfacrory  to  said  city. 

6.  The  equipment  must  in  all  respects  be  of  the  best  manufacture,  and  of  the 
latest  and  most  improved  design. 

7.  Bidders  to  make  their  propositions  upon  the  basis  of  an  all-night  lighting 
schedule,  beginning  one  half  hour  after  sunset,  and  ending  one-half  hour  before 
sunrise;  ulso  on  the  basis  of  a  moon-light  schedule,  which  shall  aggregate  2,740 
hours  per  annum.  Lights  to  be  located  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Public  Light  of  the  Common  Council  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  City  Civil 
Engineer. 

8.  The  bids  under  this  proposition  shall  be  on  the  basis  of  a  five-year-contract. 

9.  The  plant  will  consist  of  an  equipment  capable  of  operating  and  sustaining; 
circuits  upon  which  to  operate  arc  lights  of  2,000  standard  candle-power  each. 

10.  Not  more  than  50  lamps  snail  be  lighted  by  any  one  circuit. 

11.  The  mean  photometric  candle-power  of  the  lights,  measured  by  the  angle 
of  45  degrees  from  a  horizontal,  shall  be  as  great  as  that  shown  by  the  best  stand- 
ard 2,0C0  candle  power  arc  light  now  in  use  in  the  United  States. 

12.  All  intermediate  po'es  shall  be  straight,  live,  white  cedar,  shaved,  and  not 
less  than  six  inches  in  diameter  at  the  top,  and  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty  feet  in 
length,  to  be  set  five  feet  in  the  ground. 

13.  All  poles  shall  be  set  plumb,  true  to  line,  and  guyed  when  their  directions- 
change,  or  it  otherwise  becomes  necessary. 

14.  Poles  to  be  set  not  more  than  140  feet  apart  in  any  case,  and  estimated  at 
the  rate  of  40  poles  per  mile.  All  poles,  including  all  cross-arms,  pins  and  brack- 
ets to  be  painted  two  coats  of  good  paint  of  such  color  as  the  City  Engineer  may 
designate. 

15.  All  wires  must  be  thoroughly  insulated  with  some  good  material  not  easily

16.  "When  the  direction  changes,  an  insulated  loop-guard  shall  be  attached  to 
the  pole  to  hold  the  wire  in  case  of  breaking  of  pin  or  bracket.  Wires  must  in 
all  cases  clear  the  ground  at  least  V5  feet,  and  must  be  kept  clear  of  contact  with 
any  adjacent  line  or  wires.

ing a  full  and  faithful  compliance  of  terms  of  said  contract  with  the  city. 

20.  The  work  to  be  done  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  City  Civil 
Engineer,  and  any  points  omitted  in  the  above  specifications  shall  be  supplied  by 
him,  and  the  whole  work  be  subject  to  his  directions,  from  time  to  time,  as  the 
work  progresses. 

21.  The  contractor  will  be  required  to  accompany  his  bid  with  a  certified  check 
for  $5,000,  payable  to  the  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  Ind,  for  the  use  of 
said  city,  and  the  amount  thereof  shall  be  retained  by  said  city  of  Indianapolis,

1.  The  construction  of  a  plant  that  will  consist  of  an  equipment  of  engines, 
boilers,  and  other  apparatus  capable  of  operating  one  thousand  arc  lights  of  2,000 
standard  candle-power  each,  and  dynamos  capable  of  operating  and  sustaining  650 
arc  lights  of  2,000  standard  candle  power  each,  with  all  satisfactory  equipments 
thereto,  necessary  for  a  first-class  and  complete  plant  in  its  every  detail— wired, 
set  up  and  ready  to  run  ;  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  furnish  the  site  and  suitable

3.  The  plant  shall  not  be  used  for  comercial  or  private  lights,  but  shall  be  con- 
fined to  the  furnishing  of  such  light  as  shall  be  required  by  the  city  for  its  streets 
and  public  buildings. 

4.  The  bids  shall  be  for  650  lights  of  two  thousand  standard  candle-power  arc 
lights,  suspended  on  mast  arms.  Every  additional  fifty  lights  shall  be  furnished  at 
a  sum  proportionate  to  the  cost  and  rate  of  the  650  lights  j  erein  specified. 

5.  Bidders  to  make  their  proposition  upon  the  basis  of  an  all-night  lighting 
schedule,  beginning  one-half  hour  after  sunset  and  ending  one-half  hour  before  sun- 
rise Lights  to  be  located  under  the  direction  of  the  Committees  on  Public  Light 
of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  and  City  Civil  Engineer.

That  said 
buildings  were  constructed  in  conformity  to  the  grade  of  Washington  street,  as  it 
then  was  and  has  been  ever  since,  until  the  Warren-Sharff  Company  recently 
raised  the  street  in  front  of  these  buildings  about  12  inches  against  the  earnest  rn- 
momstrance  of  your  petitioner,  but  under  the  authority,  as  the  Compnny  claims, 
of  the  city.

The  first  ten  per  cent,  of  said  assessments,  with  interest  on  the  whole  from  the  date 
of  the  approval  of  this  estimate,  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  the  third  Monday  in 
April,  1891;  the  semi-annual, interest  on  the  unpnid  balance  shall  be  due  and 
payable  thereafter  at  the  dates  of  the  semiannual  payment  of  city  taxes  in  each 
year;  and  on  the  third  Monday  in  April  in  each  year  thereafter  one-tenth  of 
the  principal  of  said  assessment,  together  with  the  semi-annual  interest  on  the  un- 
paid balance,  shall  be  due  and  payable,  until  all  is  paid. 

Provided,  however,  That  the  above  provision  for  extending  said  assessments  upon

Your  Com  mi  i  tee  on  Railroads,  to  whom  was  referred  General  Ordinance  No.  3, 
1891,  boij  leave  to  report  that  they  have  had  the  matter  under  consideration,  and 
would  respectfully  recommend — 

1st.     That  said  ordinance  be  not  passed. 

2d.  That  this  body  respectfully  suggest  that  the  Board  of  Public  Works  execute 
a  new  contract  with  the  Indianapolis  &  Broad  Ripple  Tapid  Transit  Company,  em- 
bracing all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  contract  entered  into  by  them  on  March 
30th,  1891,  and  which  is  set  out  in  the  preamble  of  said  General  Ordinance  No.  8, 
with  the  following  amendments  thereto,  as  follows: 

First. — That  all  after  the  words  ''Delaware  street  to,"  in  line  4  of  page  2,  be 
stricken  out  down  to  and  including  line  6,  and  that  the  words  "Washington  street" 
be  inserted  in  lieu  thereof. 

Second. — That  there  be  inserted  after  the  word  "turn-out,"  in  line  11  of  page  2,  the 
following  words:  "No  switch,  side-track  or  turn-out.  shall  be  laid  in  or  upon  Belle- 
fontaine  street  between  Eleventh  street  and  Lincoln  avenue."

To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  real  estate  owners  on  Delaware  street,  between 
Washington  and  Maryland  streets,  in  said  city,  would  respectfully  remonstrate 
and  protest  against  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  now  pending  before  your  honora- 
ble body  granting  the  right-of-way  to  the  Broad  Ripple  Electric  Railway  Company 
for  a  double  track  along,  over  and  upon  said  Delaware  street,  between  Washington 
and  Maryland  streets,  in  said  city,  lor  the  reasons  following: 

1st.  That  the  buildings  ©n  said  Delaware  street,  between  the  said  points  named, 
are  largely  occupied  by  dealers  in  fruit  and  vegetables  on  commission,  and  on  their 
own  account;  that  there  are  no  alley  privileges  for  the  use  of  said  dealers  on  either 
side  of  Delaware  street. 

2d.  That  all  the  business  transacted  by  the  business  men  doing  business  on  said 
street,  between  said  points,  is  carried  on  and  transacted,  and  their  purchases  and 
sales  made,  from  the  front  of  their  respective  places  of  business. 

8d.  That  there  is  a  larger  volume,  in  dollars  and  cents,  of  business  transacted  on 
said  square,  than  on  any  other  square  in  the  Citv  of  Indianapolis. 

4th.  That  said  square  has,  by  patient  and  industrious  work  on  the  part  of  said 
property  holders  and  said  commission  men,  grown  to  be  almost  exclusively  a  block 
devoted  to  the  commission  business,  as  above  mentioned. 

5th.  That  the  business  rooms  of  each  side  of  said  street  between  said  points,  un- 
less occupied  by  said  commission  men,  would  be  vacant,  or  occupied  by  junk  shops 
or  other  undesirable  business  and  tenants. 

6th.  That  if  said  Broad  Ripple  Company  should  place  a  double -track  on  said 
Delaware  street  between  said  points,  it  would  be  impossible  to  transact  the  business 
of  the  kind  now  located  thereon. 

7th.  That  especially  in  the  summer  months,  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  day,  said 
street  is  filled  from  curb  to  curb  with  learns  and  wagons  delivering,  and  the  wagons 
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of  the   retail  grocers  of  the  city,  going  to  said  r*< ■imnission  house  to  make  their 
daily  purchaser.  • 

8th.  That  the  said  commission  business  is  a  business  peculiar  to  itself,  and  can 
not  bo  transacted  as  any  other  wholesale  or  retail  business  can  be. 

9th.  That  the  retail  grocers  of  the  city  go  to  said  commission  houses  with  their 
own  wagons  and  purchase  and  carry  away  therein  the  goods  de.-ind,  for  the  reason 
that  their  purchases  are  needed  instanter,  and  it  would  be  impossible  for  the  com- 
mission men  to  deliver  the  goods  in  time  for  the  morning  trade  of  the  retail  dealers. 

10th.  That  the  teams  and  vehicles  visiting  said  commission  houses  every  busi- 
ness day  of  the  week,  especially  during  the  spring  and  summer  season,  at  certain 
hours  of  the  day,  render  it  almost  impossible  to  pass  through  said  street  in  the  road- 
way thereof  between  said  points. 

k lth..  That  if  said  ordinance  is  passed  and  said  company  avails  itself  of  the  pro- 
visions thereof  and  should  lay  a  double  track  on  said  Delaware  street  between  said 
points,  it  will  drive  every  commission  man  out  of  said  street  between  said  points, 
and  impair  the  value  of  the  property  of  your  respective  petitioners,  and  entail  a 
loss  in  rentals  from  said  properly  over  50  per  cent. 

Your  petitioners  therefore  repeat  their  protest,  and  earnestly  pray  your  honora- 
ble body  to  so  amend  said  ordinance  as  to  prevent  said  company  from  having  the 
right  of  way  on  said  Delaware  street  between  the  points  above  named,  as  it  would 
be  an  irreparable  injury  to  your  said  petitioners  to  permit  said  company  to  so  oc- 
cup}'  said  street,  and  more  especially  when  there  are  routes  that  can  be  selected 
that  would  attain  the  same  ends  for  said  company.

Gentlemen: — We,  whose  names  are  hereto  subsbribed,  would  respectfully  remon- 
strate and  protest  against  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  now  pending  before  your 
honorable  body,  granting  to  the  Broad  Hippie  Electric  Railway  Company  the 
right  to  lay  its  double  track  along  and  upon  Deleware  street,  in  said  city,  from 
Washington  street  to  Maryland  street,  for  the  following  reasons: 

1st.  Your  petitioners  are  commission  merchants,  handling  and  dealing  in  fruits, 
vegetables  and  other  articles  used  for  food. 

2d.  That  they  supply  the  entire  amount  of  foreign  fruit,  berries  and  vegetables 
that  are  consumed  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

3d.  That  their  customers  are  the  retail  green  grocers  of  the  city;  that  they  han- 
dle largely  the  domestic  vegetables,  fruits  and  berries  at  first  hands  that  are  con- 
sumed in  said  city. 

4th.  That  they  have  built  up  a  business  on  said  Delaware  street,  between  said 
points,  in  volume  of  dollars  and  cents,  that  exceeds,  in  all  probability,  the  volume 
of  business  done  on  any  other  square  in  said  city;  that  none  of  your  remonstrants 
have  any  alley  access  to  their  premises  occupied  as  commission  houses,  and  are  com 
pelled  to  transact  all  their  business  in  handling,  buying  and  selling,  at  the  front  of 
their  places  of  business. 

5th.  That  said  square  has  come  to  be  almost  exclusively  a  block  of  commission 
houses. 

6th.  That  your  remonstrants  suppty  all  the  green  grocers  of  said  city  with  their 
fruit-*,  vegetables  and  berries. 

7th.  That  said  commission  business  is  peculiar  to  itself  in  this:  that  the  customers 
are  compelled  lo  come  with  their  vehicles  to  their  respective  commission  houses  to 
take  away  with  them  their  purchases,  and  during  the  spring  and  summer  season 
said  square  in  and  about  said  commission  houses  is  thronged  with  customers  buying 
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and  selling,  with  their  horses  and  vehicles,  to  such  an  extent  that  it  would  be  im- 
possiblejor  the  electric  or  other  railroad  company  to  pass  thereon  without  great 
danger  to  life  and  limb  and  serious  accident  to  the  teams  there  congregated. 

8th.  That  if  said  electric  railroad  company  is  permitted  to  put  its  said  tracks 
down  upon  said  street  between  said  points,  and  operate  the  same,  it  will  inevitably 
result  in  ruining  the  business  of  your  remonstrants,  and  in  driving  them  off  of  said 
square  to  seek  other  quarters. 

9th.  That  they  have  built  up  a  large  trade  and  employ  a  great  number  of  per- 
sons in  their  service,  and  pay  large  rents,  and  most  of  your  remonstrants  are  tied 
up  to  the  landlords  whose  premises  they  occupy,  in  long  term  leases,  and  to  appro- 
priate said  roadway  to  th^  purposes  contemplated  in  said  ordinance,  would  entail 
irreparable  injury,  loss  and  damage  to  your  remonstrants. 

10th.  That  their  business  can  not  be  compressed  into  smaller  space  than  the 
roadway  of  Delaware  street  between  the  above  named  points  affords,  and  one  of 
two  things  must  be  done:  either  the  ordinance  now  pending  must  not  be  passed, 
or  your  remonstrants  must  forfeit  their  leases,  be  held  for  the  rent,  and  change 
their  location. 

11th.  Said  Delaware  street,  between  the  points  named,  will  not  accommodate 
the  throngs  who  transact  business  with  said  commission  houses  and  the  Broad  Rip- 
ple  Electric  or  other  cars  at  the  sAne  time.

COMMUNICATIONS,    ETC.,    FROM   THE    MAYOR. 

His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  presented  the  following  communication ; 
which  was  received : 

To  the  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — I  regret  I  am  not  able  to  approve  General  Orninance  number  eleven 
(11,)  "An  ordinance  regulating  the  numbering  of  houses  and  lots  in  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,"  passed  by  your  honorable  body,  under  suspension  of  the  Rule?,  on 
April  20,  1891. 

This  ordinance  does  not  materially  differ  from  the  law  now  in  force,  except  to 
assign  to  the  City  Engineer  certain  specified  duties.  These  duties,  if  assigned  to 
any  one,  should  have  been  given  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works. 

The  law  now  is  that  the  tin  or  zinc  on  which  numbers  are  painted,  shall  be  three 
(3)  inches  long  and  two  (2)  inches  wide.  Ordinance  No.  11  provides  that  the 
figures  themselves  shall  not  be  less  than  three  (3)  inches  long.  This  provision 
would  require  the  changing  of  the  majority  of  the  numbers  now  in  use  in  this  city, 
and  would  impose  upon  the  citizens  an  expense  of  thousand  of  dollars  without  any 
practical  benefit,  as  it  s«  ems  to  me. 

The  present  law  is  that  the  numbering  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  owner  of  the 
property,  but  the  ordinance  under  consideration  provides  that  the  numbering  shall 
be  paid  for  by  the  owner  or  occuvant  of  the  building,  at  the  election  of  the  City 
Civil  Engineer;  and  if  the  person  selected  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  duty  im- 
posed upon  him,  he  shall  be  fined  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  and  costs.  1  do  not  think 
the  occupant  should  be  required  to  pay  for  numbering  a  house  he  does  not  own ; 
neither,  in  my  opinion,  should  he  be  liable  to  a  fine,  and  imprisonment,  if  the  tine 
is  not  paid,  for  not  numbering  a  house,  or  for  permitting  tho  wrong  number  to  re- 
main on  a  house  of  which  he  is  only  a  tenant. 

Furthermore,  if  a  house  is  not  correctly  numbered,  or  is  without  a  number,  the 
defect  can  be  corrected  under  the  present  law;    and  I  do  not  think  it  advisable,  at 
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this  time,  to  expend  a  large  amount  of  money  in  simply  changing  our  present  sys- 
tem of  ascertaining  the  correct  numbers.  The  City  Engineer  informs  me  it  will 
cost  the  city  between  four  and  five  thousand  dollars  to  make  the  plats  and  other 
detail  required  by  this  ordinance,  and  it  will  cost  the  citizens  twice  as  much  to 
carry  them  out. 

For  these  reasons  I  am  compelled  to  return  General  Ordinance  number  eleven 
(11)  to  you  not  approved.

He  enlisted  December  25th,  1861,  in  Co.  I.  60th 
Indiana  Volunteers,  and  served  his  country  with  gallantry  and  fidelity  during  the 
late  War  of  the  Rebellion  until  the  28th  day  of  February,  1865,  at  which  date  he 
was  honorably  discharged  by  the  Federal  Government. 

The  deceased  was  a  faithful  and  efficient  member  of  the  City  Council  from  Jan- 
uary 1st,  1871,  to  January  1st,  1874,  and  was  elected  to  the  Legislature  of  1888  from 
Marion  county. 

While  the  deceased  may  not  have  been  eminently  successful  in  accumulating  a 
large  fortune  for  himself,  he  was  always  regarded  as  an  energetic  business  man. 
While  he  was  a  Democrat  in  politics,  he  faithfully  represented  the  interests  of  the 
general  public  during  his  official  career,  and  it  was  always  agreeable  to  transact 
public  business  with  him,  and  was  ready  to  render  a  favor  to  any  one,  regardless 
of  politics ;  therefore

Sir: — For  a  number  of  years  past  vault  and  cest-pool  cleasers  have,  by  order  of 
the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Health,  been  depositing  the  contents  of  such 
vaults  and  cest-pools  in  White  River,  near  the  crossing  of  the  Belt  Railroad.  This 
material  is  carried  down  by  the  current  and  deposited  along  the  river  banks  for 
many  miles,  to  the  annoyance  and  detriment  of  the  residents  of  the  vicinity.  The 
County  Board  of  Health  have  served  notice  upon  the  city  to  discontinue  such 
method  of  disposal  of  waste  material  immediately.  We  have  investigated  the  mat- 
ter, and  beg  leave  to  report  the  following  facts  with  recommendations : 
"  The  Sellers  Farm  is  now  leased  to  private  parties,  and  such  lease  will  not  expire, 
^o  we  are  informed,  until  November  1,  1891.  The  city  owns  two  pieces  of  ground 
along  the  river  bank;  one  lot  above,  and  twenty-five  lots  one  mile  below  the  Belt 
Railroad.  In  view  of  all  the  circumstances,  we  would  recommend,  as  a  temporary 
measure,  until  a  portion  of  Sellers  Farm  can  be  placed  at  our  disposal  and  arrange- 
ments made  for  the  complete  destruction  of  garbage  and  contents  of  vaults,  that 
you  set  aside  a  sufficient  amount  to  cover  the  expense  of  burying  said  material  upon 
one  or  the  other  above  mentioned  pieces  of  ground.  We  are  informed  through 
the  Engineer's  office,  that  the  expense  will  probably  not  exceed  ten  dollars  ($10.00) 
per  day  for  the  summer  months,  or  from  June  1st  to  September  1st,  1891 — seven 
hundred  and  ninety  dollars  ($790.00.)  There  is  an  imperative  demand  for  prompt 
action,  and  we  would  request  your  immediate  attention.

Dear  Sir: — It  is  the  desire  of  this  Board  that  your  Committee  take  up  the  matter 
of  the  present  electric  lighting  with  the  Brush  Company,  and  settle  it  as  per  agree- 
ment made  by  them  with  your  Committee.  This  Board  has  endeavored  to  settle- 
this  matter,  but  as  the  agreement  of  the  Brush  Company  was  that  it  should  be  set- 
tled on  terms  satisfactory  to  your  Committee,  we  have  been  unable  to  arrive  at  a. 
settlement  with  them  at  a  price  that  we  would  deem  satisfactory.

As  a  former  Committee  on  Public  Light,  we  gave  the  lighting  subject  much  care- 
ful attention,  and  the  lowest  and  best  bid  received  was  from  the  Indianapolis  Brush 
Electric  Light  and  Power  Company,  which  proposed  to  furnish  under  General  Or- 
dinance No.  44,  1888,  four  hundred  2  000-candie  power  electric  arc  lights  on  an 
all-night  schedule  on  a  five  year  contract  for  $105  00  per  light  per  year.  The  said 
company  has  been  fur'  ishing  one  hundred  and  nineteen  such  lights  on  an  all-night 
schedule  from  and  inclusive  of  the  2d  day  of  January  to  and  inclusive  of  the  18th 
day  of  March,  1891,  on  which  date,  at  the  request  of  said  Board,  said  company  sub- 
mitted to  its  proposition. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  Indianapolis  Brush  Electric  Light  and  Power 
Company  be  paid  for  said  one  hundred  and  nineteen  lights  f  >r  said  period,  that  is 
from  and  inclusive  of  the  2d  day  of  January  to  and  inclusive  of  the  26th  day  of 
March,  1891,  at  the  rate  of  $105  00  per  year,  deducting  from  said  sum  an  amount 
equal  to  two  and  one-half  per  cent,  per  annum,  for  the  reason  said  special  tax  of  1\ 
per  cent,  does  not  apply  to  the  Brush  Electric  Company  until  January  1892,  under 
Special  Ordinance  No.  44.

O.  O.  No.  18,  1891 — An  ordinance  to  vacate  a  portion  of  Alabama  street,  for  Union 
Kail  way  purposes. 

Councilman  Rassmann  presented  the  following  petition ;  which  was 
read  and  ordered  filed  with  the  above  ordinance — G.  O.  No.  18,  1891: 

Indianapolis,  December  17,  1890. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  and  Bjard  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — Your  petitioner,  the  Indianapolis  Union  Railway  Company,  in 
carrying  out  the  powers  granted  by  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Indiana  in  relation  to  union  railway  companies,  approved  March  2d,  1885,  deems 
it  necessary  that  the  following  portion  of  Alabama  street,  in  said  City  of  Indian- 
apolis, should  be  vacated,  viz:  That  part  of  Alabama  street  extending  from  a  line 
across  said  street  at  a  point  three  hundred  and  fifty-six  and  four-twelfths  feet  south 
of  the  south  line  of  Maryland  street  (measured  on  the  west  line  of  Alabama  street) 
to  the  north  line  of  Louisiana  street. 

The  purpose  for  which  it  is  proposed  to  use  the  ground  forming  said  portion  of 
said  street  sought  to  be  vacated,  is  to  enlarge  your  petitioner's  track  system  in  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  to  facilitate  the  transaction  of  its  business  and  the  business  of 
its  proprietary  companies  and  of  other  railroad  companies  whose  tracks  connect 
with  your  petitioner's  tracks,  and  to  facilitate  the  bunching  of  the  railroad  tracks 
on  that  part  of  Virginia  avenue  which  is  coincident  with  Alabama  street  over  which 
it  is  proposed  to  construct  on  said  Virginia  avenue  a  viaduct. 
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"Wherefore  your  petitioners  pray  your  honorable  bodies  to  ordain  the  vacation  of 
the  above  described  portion  of  said  Alabama  street. 

We,  the  undersigned,  being  the  owners  in  fee-simple  of  more  than  one-half  of 
the  real  estate  fronting  on  both  sides  of  Alabama  street,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  estimated  by  the  frontage  in  feet  upon  said  street,  commencing  at  a  line 
drawn  across  said  street  equidistant  from  the  termini  of  that  portion  of  said  street 
proposed  to  be  vacated  as  in  the  above  and  foregoing  petition  is  prayed,  and  ex- 
tending along  said  street  fifteen  hundred  (1,500)  feet  in  each  direction,  in  consider- 
ation, among  other  things,  of  the  proposed  removal  of  all  railroad  tracks  in  Lou- 
isiana street  between  Virginia  avenue  and  the  west  line  of  Alabama  street,  in  the 
event  of  the  construction  of  a  viaduct  on  Virginia  avenue  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  General  Ordinance  JSo.  62,  of  the  year  1890,  do  hereby  consent  to  the 
granting  of  the  prayer  of  said  petition.

Councilman  Stechhan  presented  the  following  remonstrance ;  which 
was  read  and  ordered  filed  with  the  above  G.  O.  No.  18,  1891  : 

In  the  matter  of  the  proposed   Vacation  of  Alabama  Street. 
To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — The  property  holders  on  south  Alabama  street  have  appointed  their 
committee,  consisting  of  Prank  M.  Dell,  H.  T.  Conde,  Lorenz  Schmidt,  John  W. 
Ray  and  Emil  Deitz,  to  urge  upon  your  honorable  body  that  it  do  not  attempt  to 
vacate  south  Alabama  street,  or  any  part  thereof,  as  requested  in  the  petition  of  the 
Union  R.  R.  Company.     We  ask  attention  to  the  following  reasons: 

1  Under  the  new  charter,  the  Council  has  no  power  to  vacate  a  street.  That 
power  is  now  placed  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works.  The 
Council  can  not,  therefore,  lawfully  vacate  any  street,  but  should  refer  the  matter- 
to  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  which  alone  has  power  to  act. 
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2.  Even  if  the  new  charter  had  not  repealed  all  previous  laws  on  the  vacation 
of  streets,  the  Council  alone  has  never  had  any  power  to  vacate  a  street;  and  any 
ordinance  to  that  effect  would  bo  void.  The  provision  in  the  "Act  for  the  incorpo- 
ration of  Railroad  Companies,"  etc.,  passed  in  1885,  by  which  an  attempt  is  made 
to  authorize  the  Councilto  vacate  a  street,  is  probably  unconstitutional  and  void. 
The  Constitution  of  this  State  provides  that  every  Act  shall  embrace  but  one  sub- 
ject, which  shall  be  expressed  in  the  title.  The  title  to  this  Act  no  where  indicates- 
that  it  contains  any  provisions  touching  the  power  of  the  city  government  of  In- 
dianapolis, or  the  Council,  in  the  matter  of  vacating  streets.  These  provisions  also 
relate  to  an  entirely  different  subject  from  that  of  the  incorporation  of  the  Union 
Railroad  Company.  These  provisions  are,  therefore,  void.  The  Council  has  no 
power,  as  a  legal  proposition,  to  order  the  vacation  of  south  Alabama  street.  As 
the  Board  of  Public  Works  unquestionably  have  the  power,  the  Board  should  act 
upon  this  matter. 

3.  Even  if  the  Council,  as  well  as  the  Board  of  Public  "Works,  has  the  power  to 
vacate  a  street,  this  power  ought  not  to  be  exercised,  for  the  reason  that  if  the 
Council  vacates  the  streets,  no  provision  is  made  in  the  law  for  the  payment  of  dam- 
age to  property  holders.  The  vacation  of  this  street  will  damage  tne  property  of 
citizens  located  north  and  south  of  the  proposed  vacation,  many  thousands  of  dol- 
lars. It  is  an  irreparable  injury  If  the  street  is  to  be  vacated,  these  citizens,  in 
all  justice,  should  be  paid  reasonable  damages  for  the  injury  they  suffer.  If  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  is  left  to  act  on  the  question  of  vacation,  the  new  charter 
provides  that  the  Board  shall  investigate  and  assess  the  damages  suffered  by  each 
piece  of  property.  These  damages  can  not  be  assessed  if  the  Council  vacates  the 
street.  There  is  no  sound  reason  why  this  street  should  be  vacated  without  the 
payment  of  damages.  It  is  simple  justice  to  do  this,  and  this  can  be  done  by  leav- 
ing the  matter  of  vacation  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  which,  under  the  charter,, 
will  assess  damages.  These  damages  the  Union  Railway  Company  has  already 
assumed  and  agreed  to  pay,  by  accepting  the  ordinance  of  last  December  It  is  ex- 
pressly provided  that  the  Union  Railway  Company  will  hold  the  city  harmless,  and 
will  pay  all  damages  which  will  be  assessed  for  the  property  holders.  This  the  com- 
pany should  be  required  to  do;  and  in  order  that  it  may  do  so,  the  street  should  not 
be  vacated  by  the  Council,  which  can  not  allow  damages  to  any  one,  but  by  the  Board 
of  Public  Works,  whose  duty  it  is.  to  investigate  and  assess  damages  to  property. 

4.  The  Council  should  not  vacate  Alabama  street,  because  by  so  doing  it  parts 
with  the  power  conferred  by  the  charter  to  require  a  viaduct  to  be  built  at  this 
point.  The  new  charter  gives  the  Council  the  right  to  require  a  railroad  company 
to  erect  viaducts  at  a  point  where  railway  tracks  cross  a  street.  This  justifies  an 
ordinance  for  a  viaduct  on  Alabama  street;  but  if  the  Council  vacates  Alabama 
street,  then  it  is  no  longer  a  street,  and  the  chances  are  that  the  power  will  be  lost 
forever  for  the  track  to  be  bridged  at  this  point.  The  future  of  the  city  must  be 
kept  in  mind.  The  time  may  come  when  it  will  be  desirable  to  require  a  viaduct 
to  be  built  at  this  point.  It  would  seem  that  justice  requires  that  approaches  be 
built  now  for  the  proposed  viaduct  for  Alabama  street.  But  if  this  is  not  required, 
the  power  should  at  least  be  reserved  to  require  a  viaduct  to  be  built  in  the  future. 
This  can  not  be  done  if  the  street  is  unconditionally  vacated. 

5.  This  whole  matter  should  take  the  usual  course,  by  being  referred  to  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  for  action.  As  for  the  Council  the  action  it  should  consider 
is  whether  or  not  it  should  exercise  its  power  now,  to  compel  the  Union  Railroad 
Company  to  provide  approaches  on  Alabama  street  to  the  Virginia  avenue  viaduct. 
Since  the  vacation  of  Alabama  street  is  for  the  pecuniary  benefit  of  the  railroads, 
ought  not  the  road  in  return  to  bridge  the  tracks'?  The  railroad  company  should 
be  treated  with  fairness  and  justice— the  general  interests  of  the  city  must  be  looked 
after;  but  it  is  not  right  fjhat  the  property  holders  on  Alabama  street  should  have 
their  pecuniary  interests  sacrificed  to  the  extent  of  thousands  of  dollars  when  the 
city  has  full  power  to  protect  them  without  oppression  or  injustice  to  any  one. 

6.  The  provision  in  theVrdinance  of  December,  1890,  to  the  effect  that  the  city 
agreed  to  vacate  south  Alabama  street,  was  illegal  and  void,  because  no  Council 
can  bind  any  subsequent  meeting  to  exercise  a  legislative  power,  and  because  the^ 
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Council  neither  then  or  now  had  any  power  to  vacate  a  street,  or  to  agree  to  va- 
cate it.  When  the  ordinance  was  passed,  that  power  could  only  be  exercised  by 
the  City  Commissioners,  and  now  it  can  only  be  exercised  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Works.  Whether  the  city  shall  vacate  Alabama  street  is  one  question,  and  whether 
it  ought  not  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  reasonable  damages  to  the  property 
holders,  is  another  question.  And  whether  the  city  shall  not  protect  her  property 
holders,  by  requiring  approaches  to  be  built  to  the  viaduct  for  Alabama  street,  is  a 
third  question.  This  last  question  is  most  important,  and  belongs  to  the  Council 
alone,  under  the  powers  granted  by  the  charter. 

7.  We  respectfully  ask  that  the  matter  of  vacating  Alabama  street  be  referred 
to  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  protest  against  any  action  being  taken  by  the 
Council  on  this  point,  as  illegal  and  void.  We  further  ask  the  Council  to  exercise 
its  power,  by  requiring  approaches  to  tbe  Virginia  avenue  viaduct  to  be  built  for 
Alabama  street,  and  an  ordinance  to  be  passed  for  that  purpose.

Mr.  President  : 

Your  Special  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  and  present  a  suitable  memorial 
on  the  death  of  the  late  Joseph  E.  McDonald,  beg  leave  to  make  report  as  follows: 

The  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  deeply  deploring  the  demise 
of  the  Honorable  Joseph  E.  McDonald,  adopts  the  following 

memorial: 

The  Honorable  Joseph  Ewing  McDonald  departed  this  life  at  his  home  in  this 
city  on  the  night  of  June  21,  1891.  Surrounded  by  loving  friends  and  beautiful 
flowers,  he  met  death  bravely. 

He  was  born  in  Ohio  in  1819,  and  was,  therefore,  nearly  seventy-two  years  of  age. 
He  had  been  conspicuous  among  the  great  jurists  and  statesmen  of  the  Nation  for 
over  a  quarter  of  a  century  ;  and  though  always  prominent  in  the  mighty  political 
struggles  of  his  country,  his  honor  was  unsullied,  and  his  conduct  above  even  the 
criticism  of  his  political  opponents.  In  politics  he  was  a  Democrat  ot  the  Jackso- 
nian  school,  and  wedded  with  all  the  strength  of  his  convictions  to  the  principles 
of  that  faith.  As  a  representative  of  Indiana  upon  the  floor  of  the  United  States 
Senate,  he  served  his  State  with  fidelity,  vigilance  and  distinguished  ability,  at  all 
times  standing  among  the  foremost  statesmen  and  lawyers  of  that,  the  greatest  le- 
gislative body  of  all  the  nations  of  the  earth.  Possessed  of  a  giant  intellect,  spotless 
honor,  perfect  poise  and  a  pure  heart,  his  life  was  one  of  rare  symmetry,  and  pre- 
sents a  character  seldom  duplicated  in  the  history  of  the  great  public  men  of  the 
United  States.  He  lived  in  our  midst  for  over  thirty  years,  having  located  in  In- 
dianapolis in  1859.  He  was  our  neighbor,  our  friend,  our  confident,  our  adviser. 
Full  of  years  and  honor,  his  career  was  without  reproach;  grand,  fearless,  steadfast 
in  the  right.  Strong,  considerate  and  generous,  he  enjoyed  the  perfect  confidence 
and  love  of  all  who  knew  him.  "While  his  loss  may  well  be  mourned  throughout 
the  country  he  loved  and  served  so  well,  it  must  be  permitted  to  those  of  his  own 
city  to  deeply  deplore  the  termination  of  a  life  so  illustrious  and  full  of  public  use- 
fulness. Pure  in  life,  prepared  for  death,  our  great  leader,  crowned  with  the  love 
and  respect  of  his  countrymen,  has  gone  from  us  forever.  The  Franklin  Jacksonian, 
in  language  most  concise,  portrays  his  character  as  follows : 

"As  a  statesman,  he  was  the  champion  of  the  Constitution,  the  pioneer  of  peace, 
the  prince  of  patriots,  of  tried  courage,  lofty  wisdom,  broad  intelligence,  noble 
aspiration  and  true  manhood.  He  always  planted  the  royal  banner  of  pardon  and 
love  upon  the  battlements  of  sectionalism  or  personal  strife.  As  a  personal  friend, 
we  idolized  him.  On  his  bosom  radiated  the  star  of  honor,  and  to  whose  memory 
will  be  issued  the  highest  patent  of  nobility.  His  impress  will  be  left  upon  the 
country  so  long  as  truth,  courage  and  fidelity  to  principle  shall  find  a  home  in  the. 
hearts  and  hopes  of  men." 
Truly  we  can  say  of  him — 

"Death  makes  no  conquest  of  this  conqueror; 
For,  now  he  lives  in  fame  though  not  in  life." 
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Therefore, 

Beit  Resolved  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  In" 'ianapolis,  That,  deeply  mourn- 
ing the  death  of  our  beloved  townsman,  the  Honorable  Joseph  £.  McDonald,  it 
now  records  this  testimonial  of  their  high  appreciation  of  his  noble  character, 
matchless  ability  and  patriotic  devotion  to  public  duty. 

Resolved,  That  we  extend  to  the  widow  and  family  of  the  deceased  our  tenderest 
sympathies  in  this  hour  of  their  boundless  grief  jand  painful  solitude.

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit  to  you  the  report  of  the  City  Comptroller,  made 
to  me,  showing  the  estimated  receipts  and  expenses  of  the  city  during  the  first  fiscal 
year  commencing  September  1,  1891.  These  amounts  have  been  carefully  con- 
sidered by  the  various  Boards  ;  then  revised  by  the  Comptroller  and  myself,  and  I 
recommend  them  to  you  as  substantially  correct. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  recommend  to  you  sixty-five  (65)  cents, 
in  addition  to  a  fifty  cent  poll,  as  a  tax  rate  sufficient  to  pay  these  estimated  ex- 
penses. This  decrease  in  rate  is  very  great,  but  with  care  and  economy  the  city 
can  be  carried  forward  within  the  estimate  recommended  to  you. 

Section  50  of  the  Charter  makes  it  your  duty  to  finally  determine  these  estimates 
with  the  limitation  that  they  can  not  be  increased,  but  having  once  fixed  them,  you 
must  make  a  rate  sufficiently  high  to  pay  such  estimates.

To  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — When  entering  upon  our  duties  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Safety,  we  made  a  close  inspection  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  found  most  of  the 
machinery  unfit  for  actual  service.  Our  city  limits  have  been  extended,  and  that, 
p  trt  of  the  ci'y  recently  annexed,  is  totally  without  fire  protection  We  deem  it 
our  duty  to  make  known  the  wants  of  our  Fire  Department,  and  shall  ask  only  for 
that  which  is  absolutely  necessary. 

We  would  recommend  for  the  business  portion  of  the  city,  three  new  engines  ; 
three  new  hose  carnages;  «  ne  new  feed  wagon,  and  5,000  feet  of  new  hose.  We 
also  need  a  new  barn  for  the  care  and  protection  of  extia  or  disabled  horses,  as 
well  as  for  storing  extra  material  and  feed,  and  ask  an  appropriation  to  meet  the 
above  demands  Our  interest  and  untiring  efforts  have  been  to  promote  in  the 
highest  degree  the  success  of  this  Department.  We  herewith  inclose  a  communi- 
cation from  Chief  Webster,  which  we  endorse.

To  the  Board  of  Public  Safety  : 

Gentlemen: — In  our  Fire  Department  we  have  six  steam  fire  engines. 

Engine  No.  1,  built  by  Clapp  &  Jones,  of  Hudson,  N.  Y.,  has  been  in  service 
since  April,  1881,  and  is  in  good  condition. 

Engine  No.  2  has  been  in  service  17  years. 

Engine  No.  3  has  been  in  service  17  years. 

Engine  No.  4,  having  been  re-built  three  years  since,  is  in  good  repair. 

Engine  No.  5  has  been  in  service  17  years. 

Engines  Nos.  2,  4,  5  and  6,  were  built  by  the  Ahrcns  Manufacturing  Company, 
of  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

Engine  No.  3  was  built  by  the  Amoskeag  Company,  of  Manchester,  N.  H. 

Since  January  1,  1891,  one  of  these  three  (2,  3  and  5,)  engines  have  been  in  the 
shops  undergoing  repairs,  almost  continually,  as  hardly  a  run  has  been  made  by 
either  of  these  three  engines  without  something  giving  out.  The  cost  of  repairs  is 
not  enormous;  but  in  order  to  make  a  very  slight  repair,  necessiates  an  engine 
being  out  of  service  for  a  week  and  more,  and  these  when  brought  in  service  where 
hard  work  is  needed,  one  of  these  engines  is  invariably  taken  to  the  shop  for  repairs. 

Now,  gentlemen,  I  feel  that  1  but  do  justice  to  myself  and  the  tax  payers,  when 
1  assert  that  these  engines-,  after  17  years  ot  service,  are  not  reliable,  and  should  a 
conflagration  occur  where  the  most  reliable  engines  are  none  too  good,  1  can  but 
confidently  expect  to  be  badly  left,  if  I  have  to  depend  on  machinery  which  to-day 
should  be  in  the  scrap  pile.  In  so  long  as  we  have  no  fires  ot  any  magnitude,  these 
engines  are  good  enough;  but  all  cities  have  fires,  and  we  have  ours,  and  will  con- 
tinue to  have  them  ;  and  having  charge  of  this  department,  in  which  the  tax  payers 
are  so  largely  interested,  1  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  putting  our  trust  in  such 
worn  out  machinery  is  dangerous  in  the  extreme. 

And  now,  gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Public  Safety,  I  wish  to  place  myself  on 
record  as  asking  for  better  apparatus  with  which  to  give  better  protection  to  our 
fa*t  growing  city  from  the  ravages  of  lire;  but  if  I  am  compelled  to  fight  confla- 
grations with  my  hands  virtually  tied  by  the  use  of  such  apparatus,  I  have  but  one 
recourse,  and  that  is  to  fall  back  on  my  record  as  having  asked  for  something  which" 
can  be  relied  on  in  time  of  need. 

The  No  5  is  in  shop  now  at  this  date.  The  No.  3  will  have  to  be  overhauled  as 
^oon  as  the  No.  5  is  in  service.  Her  boiler  is  leaking,  but  to  what  extent  she  is 
damaged  can  not  be  determined  until  she  is  taken  apart  and  thoroughly  examined. 

Engine  No.  2  has  been  repaired  in  the  last  few  months  to  the  amount  of  $86 .91, 
with  a  bill  for  this  month  not  in.      No.  5  has  been  repaired  in  the  last  few  months 
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to  the  amount  of  $118.70,  and  is  in  the  shop  now  undergoing  repairs.      This  en- 
gine was  turned  over  to  me  by  my  predeceseor  as  condemned.     Engine  No.  3  has 
been  repaired  in  the  last  few  months  to*the  amount  of  $143.U0,  and  will  be  put  in 
the  shop  this  week  again. 

In  addition  to  that,  I  think  we  should  have  a  powerful  engine,  capable  of  hand- 
ling a  "  1 .1  or  If  stream  located  in  the  center  ot  1  he  city,  for  use  in  the  mercantile 
districis,  as  a  smaller  stream  than  the  one  above  mentioned  would  be  useless  <>n  a 
hot  tire,  as  such  fires  are  never  reached  by  small  bodies  of  water,  the  extreme  heat 
turning  th  m  to  steam,  consequently  no  benefit  is  derived  from  them. 

We  have  three  Hook  and  Ladder  Trucks  and  one  Aerial  Ladder;  one  Chemical 
engine  located  at  Headquarters,  and  one  on  Virginia  avenue  and  Huron  street. 
We  have  just  completed  a  house  on  Sixth  street,  and  will  doubtless  have  one  there 
soon.  In  the  extreme  northeast  and  noith,  south  and  southeast,  we  have  no  water. 
We  have  in  service  801  tire  hydrants,  and  need  at  least  400  additional,  divided  in 
the  above  district-.  When  the  Water  Works  were  put  in  this  city,  fire-hydrants 
were  placed  on  the  street  and  alley  corners  in  the  entire  commercial  districts. 
Some  lime  after  the  Water  Company  was  ordered  to  remove  t  e  alley  hydrants, 
thereby  cutting  otif  one  tbir  1  of  our  water  capacity.  The  necessity  for  a  double 
hydrant  placed  in  the  center  of  the  following  squares,  is  plain  to  be  seen  by  any 
one  having  knowledge  of  the  condition  of  things.  In  case  of  fire  where  we  are 
compelled  to  lay  such  long  lines  of  hose,  it  is  impossible  to  get  sufficient  pressure. 
Center  hydrants  should  be  placed  on  the  following  streets,  viz: 

Washington  street,  fr>m  Noble  to  Missouri  streets;  Meridian  street,  from  Circle 
to  Union  tracks;  Illinois  street,  from  Ohio  to  Union  Station;  Pennsylvania  street, 
from  Ohio  t  >  Georgia  streets;  Delaware  street,  from  Ohio  to  Georgia  streets  ;  Mar- 
ket street,  from  Delaware  to  Tennessee  streets  ;  Ohio  street,  from  Delaware  to  Ten- 
nessee streets;  Maryland  street,  from  Alabama  to  Tennessee  streets;  Georgia 
street,  from  Delaware  to  Missouri  streets. 

We  have  ten  hos-»  wagons,  carrying  7,000  feet  of  hose  which  are  good  —  as  my 
predecessor  purchased  but  2,000  feet  during  his  two  years  as  Chief  of  this  Depart- 
met  t,  and  5,000  feet  purchased  in  February,  1891  —  making  only  7,000  feet  of  hose 
that  are  safe,  as  a  second  line  held  in  reserve,  having  been  in  service  from  four  to 
six  years,  tar  beyond  what  is  considered  the  life  of  any  hose,  can  not  be  relied  upon 
where  hitih  pressure  is  needed. 

In  my  estimate  for  the  year  commencing  September  1,  1891,  I  asked  for  5.000 
feet  of  new  hose,  when  in  lact  we  should  have  at  least  7,000  feet;  but  realizing 
that  our  requirements  for  the  present  year  would  be  many,  and  consequently  ex- 
pensive, 1  thought  to  ask  the  Couucil  for  an  extra  appropriation  later  in  the  year. 

Another  very  important  item  is,  that  all  cisterns  on  streets  where  water  mains 
are  now  laid,  should  be  connected  with  such  mains  with  a  four  or  six  inch  pipe,  so 
that  in  time  of  fire  we  will  not  be  compelled  to  lay  more  hose  on  the  ground  to 
keep  the  engines  working  than  we  do  from  the  engines  to  the  fire,  as  we  are  com- 
pelled to  do  at  the  present  time.  Very  many  of  the.-e  cisterns  are  on  streets  where 
improvements  are  contemplated.  1  would  recommend  that  the  connections  be 
made  as  soon  as  possible.  Respectfully  submitted,

Gentlemen: — I  beg  to  call  your  attemtion  to  the  accompanying  letter  to  me  from 
the  Board  ol  Public  Safety,  asking  for  an  appropriation  of  $33,500.00  for  the  Fire 
Force  accounts. 

In  my  report  to  the  Mayor  of  the  1st  of  September  last,  I  recommended  an  ap- 
propriation of  eighteen  thousand  dollars  ($18,000)  lor  this  account,  but  the  Council 
cut  the  estimat' $5,000.00  My  esiimate  was  ma<le  to  take  care  of  the  ordinary  ex- 
penses with  which  this  account  is  charged,  and  not  for  extraord  nary  ones.  Out  of 
the  appropriation  $3,500  has  be^n  taken  to  pay  tor  one  Hook  and  Ladder  Truck  and 
for  one  Chemical  Engine,  leaving  the  fund  so  depleted  that  it  must  be  replenished. 
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As  most  of  the  money  asked  for  by  the  Board  of  Public  Safety  is  to  be  used  for 
buying  engines,  hose,  horses,  etc.,  for  the  permanent  betterment  of  the  Department, 
and  inasmuch  as  the  revenue  which  will  come  to  the  city  the  current  fiscal  year  has 
already  been  covered  by  appropriations,  I  think  that  of  1892  shoul  be  anticipated  to 
procure  the  money  asked  for  by  the  Board  of  Public  Safety.  This  can  be  done  by 
virtue  of  the  32d  Section  of  the  Charter  Act,  as  the  city  has  now  no  temporary 
loans  outstanding.  I  therefore  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  $33,500.00  be 
made  to  the  Board  of  Public  Safety  for  the  Fire  Force  accounts,  and  that  the  Mayor 
and  City  Comptroller  be  authorized  by  ordinance  to  make  a  temporary  loan  f  >r 
the  city  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  1892,  for  said  sum  of  thirty-three  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars,  to  run  for  eighteen  months,  to  draw  interest  at  a  rate  of  five

I  was  elected  a  member  of  Council  from  th  1  Fifth  Ward  in  1879,  and  have  had 
the  honor  of  representing  that  banner  Ward  ever  since  —  making  nearly  thirteen 
years  I  have  been  a  mf  mber.  Having  received  the  nomination  and  election  six 
times  in  succession,  which  entitles  me  to  the  credit  of  serving  more  years  in  suc- 
cession than  any  member  in  the  history  of  the  Council. 

I  can  only  say  that  I  have  endeavored  at  all  times  to  represent  my  constituents 
and  the  City  at  lar^e  to  the  best  of  my  ability  and  judgment.  If  I  have  made  mis- 
takes, it  has  been  of  the  head,  and  not  of  the  heart.  I  leave  my  record  with  you. 
My  votes  on  all  questions  for  the  thirt  en  years  are  recorded  in  the  Council  Pro- 
ceedings, and  I  can  say  I  am  proud  of  that  record.  I  can  not  recall  a  single  vote 
I  have  cast  in  all  that  time  I  would  not  cast  again  under  the  same  circumstances. 
And,  gentlemen,  there  is  another  record  that  I  It  ave  with  you,  that  1  am  more  than 
proud  of— one  that  no  contractor,  agent,  citizen  or  corporation  can  deprive  me  of, 
and  I  defy  contradiction  — and  that  is,  I  leave  this  body  with  the  satisfaction  of 
knowing  that  during  my  thirteen  years  of  service  for  the  city,  I  have  never  re- 
ceived one  cent,  directly  or  indirectly,  for  my  vote  or  influence. 

My  experience  has  taught  me  that  the  mann  r  of  running  our  city  government, 
before  the  passage  of  the  new  Charter,  was  unbusinesslike  It  was  to  the  interest 
of  each  member  to  look  after  his  particular  Ward,  consequently  the  city  as  a  whole 
did  not  receive  its  share  of  attention.     1  am  a  strong  advocate  of  the  new  Charter, 
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believing  it  is  formed  on  business  principles,  and  trust  the  incoming  Council  will 
work  in  harmony,  and  give  all  aid  in  their  power  to  the  Mayor,  city  officers  and 
the  different  Boards,  to  make  the  Charter  a  grand  success. 

My  relations  with  this  Council  have  been  most  pleasant,  and  I  wish  to  thank  his 
Honor,  Mayor  Sullivan,  President  Yontz,  and  each  and  every  member  of  this 
Council,  the  city  officers  and  last,  but  not  least,  the  gentlemanly  reporters  of  the 
papers,  for  kind  and  courteous  treatment. 

I  thank  you,  gentlem  n,  for  your  attention.  Wishing  you  a  merry  Christmas 
and  a  happy  New  Year,  I  will  say  good  by.

ORDINANCES    VETOED    BY    THE    MAYOR. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Common  Couucil,  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — Ordinance  No.  50,  passed  by  your  honorably  body  on  December  21, 
1891,  proposes  to  disannex  from  the  city  certain  territory  described  therein.  The 
authority  of  the  Council  to  act  in  the  premises  is  conferred  by  the  Charter  in  the 
following  words :  "The  Council  shall  have  power  by  ordinance  to  disannex  any 
territory  forming  a  part  of  the  corporate  limits  of  such  city,  upon  a  petition  of  a 
majority  of  the  freeholders  residing  therein."  If  the  literal  meaning  of  this  lan- 
guage is  the  true  one,  then  a  majority  of  the  resident  freeholders  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  must  sign  the  petition,  and  as  the  two  railway  companies  only  signed 
it,  the  Council  was  without  power  to  act  all  If  the  language  quoted  from  the 
Charter  mpans  the  petition  need  only  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  freeholders 
residing  within  the  territory  sought  to  be  disannexed,  then  the  question  of  juris- 
diction presented  by  Ordinance  No.  50,  is  somewhat  more  complicated.  The 
property  Knight  to  be  disannexed  by  that  ordinance  is  owned  by  The  Pittsburgh, 
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Cincinnati,  Chicago  &  St.  Louis  R.  R.  Company,  the  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  & 
Indianapolis  R.  R.  Company,  and  the  State  of  Indiana.  I  have  some  doubt  as  to 
whether  the  two  railway  companies  are  resident  freeholders  of  the  properly  owned 
by  them.  There  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  they  are  not  resident  freeholder  of  the 
portion  owned  by  the  State  of  Indiana.  Can  two  resident  lreeholders  sign  a  peti- 
tion which  would  authorize  the  Council  to  take  from  the  City  ground  belonging 
to  the  State — the  State  not  having  consented  to  the  petiton?  T>  e  question  is  a 
serious  one,  and  an  exceedingly  doubtful  one.  I  do  not  attempt  to  decide  it,  as 
my  conclusions  in  regard  to  the  ordinance  are  based  upon  other  reasons,  but  I 
suggest  these  fundamental  jurisdictional  questions  to  your  honorable  body  as 
worthy  of  careful  consideration. 

The  ordinance  passed  by  the  Council  proposes  to  take  from  the  city  a  piece  of 
ground  about  eight  hundred  (800)  feet  wide  and  three  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
fifty-three  (3,953)  feet  long,  or  about  three-quarters  (f)  of  a  mile  long.  The  land 
is  surrounded  by  streets  of  the  city;  tracts  of  unplatted. ground,  and  additions  to 
the  city  divided  into  small  lots  sold  to  persons  in  moderate  circumstances,  up^n 
which  the}7  have  erected  modest  homes  lor  their  families.  These  surroundings 
are,  of  course,  still  left  in  the  city  to  pay  their  full  share  of  all  the  city  expenses. 
Of  the  territory  disannexed  by  the  ordinance,  a  piece  1,242  feet  long  belongs  to 
the  State  of  Indiana,  along  the  edge  of  which  runs  the  main  line  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania and  C,  H.  &  I.  R.  R.  tracks,  and  the  balance,  2,711  feet  long,  belongs  to  the 
two  railway  companies.  The  only  reason  given  for  disannexing  this  territory  is 
that  it  does  belong  to  the  railway  companies,  or  they  desire  it  disannexed.  There 
is  nowhere  the  suggestion  that  the  city  is  to  receive  any  benefit  therelor.  The 
portion  belonging  to  the  railway  companies  is  used  by  them  as  yards,  in  which  are 
the  shops  of  the  Pennsylvania  Company.  If  the  city  had  reached  out  to  bring  in 
this  territory,  it  would  present  a  different  question.  On  the  contrary,  the  east 
boundary  of  this  city  is  straight,  and  this  ordinance  reaches  into  the  city  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile  and  takes  from  it  this  territory.  The  streets  bordering  on  it 
«ould  no.  be  improved  by  tne  city  because  only  half  of  their  width  would  be 
within  its  jurisdiction. 

It  is  urged  that  if  the  property  is  left  in  the  city  she  may  desire,  at  some  time, 
to  put  streets  through  it — the  railroad  companies"  portion  alone  being  a  half  mile 
long.  There  are  several  answers  to  this  objection.  If  the  city,  having  due  regard 
for  the  rights  of  the  railway  companies,  and  also  due  regard  for  the  rights  of  that 
great  body  of  citizens  who  own  no  railway  stock,  should  in  the  future  desire  to 
connect  the  City  of  Indianapolis  by  streets  through  this  yard,  who  shall  say  it 
ought  not  to  have  the  right  to  do  so?  May  not  the  City  of  Indianapolis  be 
trusted  to  do  what  is  right  between  her  citizens?  Or  is  the  only  safe  way  to  take 
the  power  of  acting  away  from  her  entirely  by  disannexing  the  territory? 

The  law  provides  that  ample  recompense  shall  be  paid  to  all  those  injured  by  the 
opening  of  streets,  and  I  think  the  City  of  Indianapolis  may  be  trusted  to  deal 
fairly  towards  all  her  citizens  in  that  respect. 

This  suggestion  as  to  streets,  loses  much  of  its  force  when  we  remember  that  even 
if  the  property  is  outside  the  city,  it  is  not  outside  the  law,  and  the  County  Com- 
missioners have  outhority  to  make  roads  when  the  needs  of  the  citizens  require  it. 
Aho  do  not  forget  the  ordinance  I  am  considering  takes  oat  of  the  city,  on  the 
petition  of  the  railroad  companies  alone,  twenty-six  acres  of  ground  that  belongs 
to  the  State  of  Indiana.  There  are  no  railroad  shops  to  be  affected  by  streets  on 
that  ground.  On  the  contrary,  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Asylum  is  there,  and  the  State 
of  Indiana  has  expressed  no  fear  as  to  streets,  nor  any  desire  to  be  taken  from  the 
city.  It  is  said  because  the  railroad  yards  have  electric  lights,  some  fire  protection 
and  watchmen,  that,  therefore,  they  get  no  benefit  from  the  city,  and  ought  to  pay 
no  city  taxes.  All  these  things  are  had  by  most  of  our  other  corporations  and 
many  of  our  private  enterprises.  For  instance,  Kinghan  has  them ;  the  Atlas  En- 
gine Works  has  them,  and  either  of  these  establishments  could  with  the  same  pro- 
priety ask  to  be  dis-annexed  from  the  city  because  of  them. 

It  is  our  bounden  duty  to  do  all  we  can  to  bring  and  keep  capital  here ;  but  when 
we  have  treated  the  possessors  of  it  as  well  as  we  do  any  other  of  our  citizens,  we 
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have  done  our  whole  duty.  Let  us  not  forget  we  owe  a  duty  to  each  citizen  alike 
which  can  not  be  discharged  by  granting  special  favors  to  a  few  at  the  expense 
ot  their  neighbors. 

For  these  reasons  1  return  to  your  honorable  body  General  Ordinance  No  50  not 
approved.  Thomas  L.  Sullivan,  Mayor. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen:  General  Ordinance  number  forty-eight  (48)  passed  by  your  honor- 
able body  on  December  21,  1891,  annexes  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis  tour  hundred 
acres  of  ground  northwest  of  the  city,  in  which  is  the  settlement  known  as  North 
Indianapolis.  This  territory  has  no  water  mains  or  fire  cisterns;  no  tire  engine  or 
engine  house;  no  gas  or  other  means  of  public  lighting;  no  sewers  or  modern 
streets.  In  short  it  would  have  to  be  supplied  with  all  of  these  improvements 
which  citizens  have  the  right  to  expect  iroru  a  city.  The  nearest  engine  house  to 
this  territory  is  two  miles  and  a  quarter  from  it,  and  in  case  of  more  than  one  en- 
gine being  required  the  distance  would  be  correspondingly  increased.  The  nearest 
water  plug  is  one  mile  and  a  halt  from  it.  The  station  house  is  four  miles  and  a 
half  from  it.  The  territory  to  be  patrolled  is  400  acres  and  would  require  a  large 
addition  to  the  police  force. 

If  this  property  is  taken  into  the  city  a  new  engine  house  ought  to  be  built;  a 
new  engine  purchased  and  sufficient  firemen  added  to  ihe  present  lorce  to  make  it 
effective;  several  new  cisterns  built,  and  water  mains  extended.  Of  this  territory 
three  thousand  feet  borders  upon  Fall  Creek,  and  would  require  an  expenditure  of 
large  sums  of  money  to  protect  it  against  that  stream. 

In  return  for  this  liability,  this  four  hundred  acres  would  bring  into  the  city — 

Of  personal  property  the  sum  of $  88,155. 

Of    real    property   the   sum    of 360,410. 

Total $448,565. 

which  would  produee  to  the  city,  provided  every  cent  was  collected,  at  the  present 
tax  rate  of  60  cents,  the  sum  of  $2,691  a  year,  or  about  enough  to  build  two  cisterns. 
It  is  manifest  that  we  could  not  care  for  this  territory,  even  in  the  most  inefficient 
way  without  drawing  upon  other  resources.  We  have  already  within  our  corpo- 
rate limits  localities  that  have  not  been  supplied  with  the  benefits  they  have  the 
right  to  expect  from  this  city,  and  before  we  take  in  new  territory  that  will  be  in 
no  degree  self-sustaining  we  ought  to  care  for*  all  that  is  now  within  our  borders. 
As  you  know  our  tax  rate  has,  been  greatly  reduced.  Years  ago  the  limit  of  per- 
manent loans  was  reached.  During  the  last  few  years  many  improvements  have 
been  made,  in  which  this  Council  took  an  active  part;  next  year  still  more  will  be 
done,  but  we  are  in  no  condition  to  take  into  our  city  territory  that  will  not  help 
us  in  the  work  that  is  being  carried  on.  The  time  will  come  and  come  soon,  I 
hope,  when  the  territory  described  in  this  ordinance  and  much  more,  can  with 
mutual  benefit  to  the  city  and  >t/be  J$ded  to  out  corporation,  but  justice  to  the 
city  and  the  proposed  addition  both  require  trlat  we  should  wait  until  that  time 
has  fully  come. 

For  these  reasons,  much  to  my  regret,  I  am  compelled  to  return  this  ordinance 
not  approved.
